Attorney Lewis of Brooklyn said, that 
she killed Dr. Abraham Gllckefnein at 
his office on Bedford avenue, Brook- 
lyn, Saturday eveivng. because he at- 
tsropted to assault her on the eve of 
her wedding- last May. 


Because of 
the 
woman's highly 


nervous condition, the district attor- 
ney questioned her only briefly and 
held her without bail for further ex- 
amination tomorrow. 


Mrs, Raizen, who is 29 years old, 


told the district attorney that she had 
known Dr. Glickensleln for about five 
years and that she had been "under 
his Influence" moat of the- time. About 
a year ago, she said, she succeeded In 
breaking the relationship. While buy- 
Ing her trousseau last 
spring, Mrs. 


Kaizen said. Ur. Glickstetn telephoned 
her and asked her to come to his of- 
fice. Believing that his only inten- 
tion was to apologize for his past con- 
duct, she said she called. The doctor, 
she told the district attorney, made 
an improper proposal and then tried 
to attack her but she resisted him 
and left his house In great mental dis- 
tress, A few days later, Mrs. Rlasen 
was married. While on her honey- 
moon, she said, she told fcer husband 
ot the- treatment she had suffered from 
the physician. Her husband forgave, 
her, she added, and urged her to bull- 
ish the past from her mind. She de- 
clared, however, that the experience 
In Dr. Gltckstein's office "went to her 
head" and for three months she was 
under the care of a physician, who 
recommended a change of climate for 
her nervous condition. Sh* -went to 
Daicona, Fla., and later to Jackson- 
\ille, where fhe bought the weapon 
with which Dr, Glickstein was killed.

ocean; provided, however, that the 
making of the treaty shall not be 
deemed to be an assent on the part of 
the Onited States of America to the 
mandates and shall not preclude agree- 
ment between the United States of 
America and the .mandatory powers 
respectively l.i relation to the mandat- 
ed Islands. 


"J. That the controversies to which 


the second paragraph of Article l re- 
fers shall not be taken to embrace 
<iuestiO>is which according to princi- 
ples of International law he exclusive- 
ly within the domestic jurisdiction of 
the respective powers." 


Now Goes to Senate. 


The American official copy of the 


document now goes to the White House 
for transmission by President Harding 
to the senate. The new pact, it was 
generally believed today, would bs 
forwarded to the senate within, a very 
short time. 


The 
American delegation 
began 


signing at 11:14 a. m. At 11:16 the 
British followed, Arthur J", Balfour 
signing twice, once for the British em- 
pire and once for the Union of South 
Africa, which has no delegate here. 


The French followed tbe British and 


the Japanese, the last to sign, com- 
pleted formal approval of th« treaty 
at 11:20 o'clock. 
The signing was without ceremony
